The motion for dismissal is cn the 
grounds that the constitut onal provi- 
aho for speedy trials in crim!- 
nal enses has heen violated, and the 
‘contention will be argued. if arguments 
on the point are admitted by the Court, 
that these men shoulg have heen tried 
last May, when the cases were first 
called for trial, and that the appeal 
sendine in the United States Supreme 
Court did not constitute a bar to the 
State Court. proceeding. 

Presecution’s Reliance.

Arguments on this motion were to 
have been made last Monday before 
Judge Wood, but a postponement was 
taken, it being stated by the prosecu- 
tion that the remittitur frem the: Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court had not yet 
been received. It has arrived now. 

Jimige -Wood asked several questions 
relating to the proceedings had before 
Judge Smith last May. Judge Wood 
announced that he would not 
to review the proceedings had 
Judge Smith. This seems to 
that perhaps the arguments 
to have been introduced tomorrow 
not be allowed by the Court. If Judge 
Wood refuses to review the proceed- 
ings taken before Judge Smith it will 
virtually amount to an overruling of 
tha motion of the defense that the de- 
fendants be dismissed. 

In event that the motion is overruled 
the attorneys for the defense might 
ask for writs of habeas corpus and 
take the case to the Supreme Court and 
eventually, perhaps, to the United 
States Supreme Court again. This 
move, however, is not expected. The 
motion fer change of venue will be 
of, interest, for it is asserted by At- 
torney Richardson that he will intro- 
duce in support of the motion upward 
of 400 affidavits of citizens of Canyon 
County to the effect that prejudice 
detrimental to the interestg of his cli- 
ents exists in Canyon Cbunty. The 
prosecution has also procured a num- 
ber of affidavits from various parts of 
the county ef an opposite nature.

It seems to be the general belief that 
the cases will be eventually tried in 
Canyon County. For the’ purpose of 
Vhandling the telegraph news of the trial 
the Western Union is fitting up special 
1 aa in Caldwell and putting in in- 
struments and wires for a force of about 
15 operators. At this time nearly every 
available room and boarding house,has 
been engaged for those expecting ta at- 
tend the trial. Never: since they were 
brought to Idaho have the prisoners ap- 
peared in better health and _ spirits.: 
Haywood especially seems in good spir- 
its. He said vesterday to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent: 

“The approach of the trial is only 
statifying to me. I have no fear of the 
result. I have pined in confinement. 
My detention has been irksome. but 
our custodians have treated us well. The 
guards have been courteous and kind 
and [ shall always remember al) of them 
as good friends, and I shall always look 
back upon these prison days with happy 
thoughts concerning one reature. That 
is the thousands of helpful, encouraging. 
cheering letters. that have been sent to 
me. 

Charlies Moyer, who during the first 
months of his incarceration was ill from 
asthma and seemed very seriously ill 
several times, now says that he ts en- 
joying the best health he has had in 
years. He looks it, too. Pettibone has 
always appeared cheerful, independent 
and unworried. He has wonderful con- 
trol of his feelings. Mrs. Moyer and 
Mrs. Pettibone are with their husbands 
at the Ada County Jail most of the time. 
They are allowed to see their husbands 
at any hour of the day and privately 
for a considerable time each day. As 
their husbands have grown brighter so 
have the wives. They will be pranees 
at all court proceedings.

dation from Harmon which would help 
him get sufficient advertising to pay 
for the publication. Dr. WUarmon re- 
fused to give the records or the recom- 
mendation. 

He was sruprised a few days later 
to receive a telephone méssaze from a 
physician saying he had paid cash to 
a man for a card in the chureh diree- 
tory. and asked if it was all right. The 
pastor almost burned up telephone wires 
calling the police station and ordering 
the man’s arrest.

The best methods that can be 
ome to aid the afflicted Podihilo are 
to be discused and decided upon. The 
cablegram received here announcing 
the massacre was signed, according to 
the recipients, by three leading mer- 
chants of Podihilo. The cablegram 
follows: 

“Terrible massacre since last Thurs- 
dav. Town totaliy destroyed. All Jew- 
ish popuiation are ruined and houses 
pillaged. We ask for help.”’

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United States regular army, at Jefferson 
Barracks, St. Louis, who was captured 
here Saturday night, committed suicide 
in his cell in the Greene County Jail 
this morning by swallowing carbolic 
acid. He took the contents of a small 
phial of the poison and died in a short 
time, despite the efforts of two physi- 
clans to save him. 

Thomas was able to take the bottle 
of acid into Jail with him, because of 
a conflict between the county and mili- 
tary authorities. He was searched, 
stripped and examined by United States 
Recruiting Officer Olendorff as soon as 
arrested. When Thomas was committed 
to Jail John McKee, the Jailer, knew 
that he had been examined by military 
authorities, so did not inspect his cloth- 
ing as cloge as usual when prisoners 
are committéd to Jail. 

Thomas deserted from Jefferson Bar- 
racks about five months ago and had 
been here ever since. He was arrested 
Saturday night tn his room by two dep- 
uty sheriffs and turned over to the re- 
cruiting officer. The prisoner confessed 
to the military officer. He was then 
placed in Jail awaiting orders from the 
authorities at Jefferson Barracks. 
Thomas had had trouble with his wife. 
He came here with. her and a 6- -year- 
old son. His wife left him after a dis- 
agreement three wéeks ago and took 
the child. 

Thomas had served three months of 
his third-three-year term of enlistment 
when he deserted. He left a letter. 


At the Adijutant's office at Jefferson 
Barracks a Post-Dispatch reporter was 
told Monday that Thomas deserted last 
September, while at the post awaiting 
assignment to a regiment. He was a 
recrult and had been at the barracks 
only a short time when he left. The 
officers were not aware that he had 
been arrested in Springfield.

“It is a lower stratum and a stub- 
borniy repulsing one. Among its 
members it is necessary to instill the 
first spark of desire for something 
better. The appeal of education was 
found futile and the book-learning 
side of St. Stephen's amounts to prac- 
tically sothine- 

The appeal to personal sympathy 
and friendship proved itself the only 
way. Buch relations are not easy or 
quick of establishment. To establish 
this free relation all freedom is al- 
lowed. ence there are really no 
rules. When not actually in class the 
pcople use the house, including the 
sanctums of the residents, coming and 
going at will. The workers are al- 
ways on hand, not as inasters or 
teachers, but as friends and equals, 
listening more than talking, merely 
by their presence elevating the tone 
of conversation. 

“This is a distinct aim, to give the 
people their own amusements with 
the more objectionable features left 
out, or to add an unperceived elemnt 
of improvment.

AVALON, Catalina Island, Cal., 


March 18.—Ethelbert L. Sand, a tour- 
ist from Ardsley-on-the-Hudson, N. 
Y., Was marooned on a ledge, scarcely 
larger than a big tarantula would 
require to spread its hairy legs on, @ 
hundred feet or more above the surg- 
ing waves and jagged rocks of the 
beach below, without food, drink or 
sleep for two days and nights. 

Thursday morning Mr. Sand con- 
cluded to take a bath a la natural, 
and to escape prving eyes. started 
for Hamilton Beach, lying just be- 
yond the summer home of Hancock 
Banning in Descanso Canyon. All went 
well until he attempted the descent 
of the hill into *Hamilton Canyon, 
which presents many physical diffi- 
culties. A perpendicular cliff formed 
na barrier to his safe descent, and in- 
stead of turning back and going fur- 
ther up the canyon, he followed along 
the edge of the precipice and even- 
tually found himself on a narrow 
ledge which effectually barred further 
progress. He then attempted to turn 
back, but the rotten rock down which 
he had slid was so treacherous that 
all attempts to retrace his steps were 
marked by failure. 

Trial after trial proved ineffectua! 
and he found he was unable either to 
ascend or descend. 

There were numerous boats passing 
and Mr. Sand thought to attract their 
attention, but none responded and thé 
day wore away and night succeeded 
to find him still clinging to his perch, 
hoping against hope that by some 
means he might escape from his pre- 
dicament. No avenue of escape-was 
opened, however, and there he re- 
mained through the long night, 
chilled to the marrow. 

Whenoa daylight returned hope sprang 
up in his heart that some one would 
speedily come to his rescue.

The third morning dawned and 
Frank Joseph and Jack Novak, fisher- 
men, went over to Hamilton Beach to 
“take” their nets, and as thev neared 
the beach noticed a man feebly crying 
for help just where they had seen him 
two days before at that time, having 
no-idea that he needed assistance.

PITTSBURG FIGHTS FEVER. 


Strenuous Methods Are Used 
to Avert Epidemic. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 18.—Health 
officials today began the task of cleaning 
up the flood sections in an endeavor to 
avert an epidemic of sickness, which is 
threatening the city. Dr. James F. Ed- 
wards, Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Health, who a few years ago had much 
to do with maintaining sanitary condi- 
tions in Manila, dispatched 18 sanitary 
inspectors and a number of assistants 
into the lowlands of Pittsburg. 

Compulsory measures were resorted 
to in order to compel haste and thor- 
oughness in the cleaning up of the filth 
and debris washed into the city from 
up-river points. The flooded cellars 
must be pummped dry as soon as possibie 
and other precautions against an epi- 
demic of sickness are being taken. € 
Health Bureau has issued additional 
warnings, urging the people of Pitts 
burg to boll all the water before using, 
as a preventive of an epidemic of ty- 
phoid fever.

PUBLIC GAMBLING HOUSES. 

Under the Ely bill sent from the Missouri Senate 
to the House of Representatives and passed by the 
House, the keeping of a bucket shop will be a fel- 
ony, punishable with imprisonment of 
months to five years. 

When the question of enforcing such a law comes 

to be considered in St, Louis, the situation is very 
much the same as when keeping a public gambling 
house was made a felony. <A single combination of 
gamblers had so much power in the city that they 
could defeat any prosecuting officer who attempted 
jto enforce the law against them. 
The law against bucket-shop gambling has been 
nullified in the same way, or the interstate gambling 
business done from St. Louis might have been pre- 
vented without new legislation. 

It may be harder to enforce the new law than the 
old, But the final result ig certain.

Roman bronzes in the Naples Museum came from a single villa in Herculaneum. 
Scraps of wall painting that give a hint of the dignity of Grecian painting were 
found there. While no manuscripts have been found in Pompeil, a large medi.

Thousands Bathe at Dawn. 
“Ievery one at that hous was hurrying 
in the one direction, and when we had 
raced down the great steps and. tue 
houseboat was poled off from the bank, 
ali the river front was before us like 
a theater stage lighted by the rising 
Sun Striking full woon it. 

‘As the sun shone red, orange and 
yellow through the thick frost haze, a 
great murmur of voices rése from the 
length of the ghats, the teas of thou- 
sands of fervent worshipers, standing 
on platforms built over the water and 
standing waist deep in the water, re- 
peating in muttered chant the ancient 
Vedic rymn.

“The cremation ground is only a 
waste space of grimy sand and gravel 
between two stone. terraces, a neglected 
bank gullied by rains, with pyres, build- 
ing and half-consumed, scattered ir- 
regularly, and ghouls poking among the 
ashes for coins or jewels. More sys- 
tematic ghouls carry pans of ashes to 
the water's edge and wash this pay 
dirt like any placer miner. 

Alongside this revolting sequel to ves- 
terdav’s burnings, lie fresh bodies. 
wrapped in white sheets and garlands 
of marigolds. The bodies are dipped tn 
the Ganges and Iaid in rows, with the 
sacred stream lavine their feet and 
profane ghouls washing pav dirt fram 
yesterday's pyres between and beside 
them, shaking grime and cinders over 
the hapless flower-wreathed bundles.

“The earlier in the morning the buro- 
ing occurs, the greater merit and cer- 
tainty of paradise for the dead one: 
and the domri's charges run from ex- 
travagant sums for, burning the rich 
and noble at sunris® and decrease to- 
ward noon and afternoon, when the 
very poor and the jail criminals are 
hurriedly burned, or half-burned, for a 
few annas, and the rubbish and bones 
shoveled down the bank.
